by required to depart out of this Kingdom in manner aforeſaid; or that. from aud 
after the ſaid 29th of December, 1697. ſhall come into this Kingdom contrary to

And it is further Enacted, That all and every Juſtice of the Peace ſhail from 
time to time, Iſſue their Warrants for Apprehending and Committal of ail Popiſh 
Arch- Biſhops, Biſhops, Jeſuits, Fryers and other Popiſh Eccleſiaſtical perſons 


whatſoever, that shall remain and continue in this Kingdom contrary to the

And it is thereby further Enacted, that if any Juſtice of the Peace, Mayor, or 


other Officer ſhall neglect doing their Duty in Execution of this preſent Act, every 
ſuch Juſtice ot the Peace, Mayor and other Officer, ſhall for every ſuch neglect 
Forfeit the Sum of One hundred pounds, to be recovered by Action of Debt, Bill, 


Plaint or Information, wherein no Protection.
